away to a 24-13 margin at half 
time. 

Ben Goldfaden's imposing total 
of 17 points shoved him in front 
of the Colonial individual scorers 
with 89 points. Tommy* O’Brien 
was relegated to second place with- 
87, including his 11 points from 
yesterday.

Dean William P, Briggs, of the 
School of Pharmacy has issued an 
informative, little bulletin concern- 
ing the facts regarding pharmacy 
at the University and in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

,In his booklet. Dr. Briggs has 
gathered many pharmaceutical sta- 
tistics. and has pointed out the 
opportunities and the chances of 
employment in pharmacy. 

While most registered phar- 
macists are absorbed ,by the retail 
drug trade, the type of training 
now available in colleges of phar- 
macy fits graduate* for a variety 
of other positions, the book states. 
Manufacturers and Industrial lab- 
oratories' f need scientifically trained 
pharmacists for control and re- 
search work Involving medicine* 
drugs, cosmetics, and biological and 
similar products. A 

The School of Pharmacy at this 
University assumes no responsible i 
ities for placing students in part-j 
time positions while attending, 
classes or for securing positions for 
its graduates. However, since the 
reorganization of the school in 
1927, every graduate either has 
been .placed or has found employ- 
ment in his field. 

The «■ School of Pharmacy is a 
member of the American Associa- 
tion of Colleges of Pharmacy, the 
national accrediting body for 
schools of pharmacy. Its curricu- 
lum is approved by the New York 
State Board, of Regents, and grad- 
uates are admitted to tH^e Board of 
Pharmacy examinations in the va- 
rious states. • 1

The reasons for Shay’* Rebellion 
were centered around the fact that 
the, money of 1786 had been inflated 
until it was practically valueless. 
The holders of’ Continental green- 
backs were unable to pay off their 
debts with it. Result, prison for 
the debtors, and climax, rebellion, 
a rebellion which narrowly missed 
being a monetary revolution. Al- 
though the debtors were literally 
unsuccessful in their attempts to 
have something done about the sit- . 
uatlon, they were victorious in tha 
end as this uprising began a legis- 
lation for more stable currency.

Rule to Make. Students Purchase 
Blue Books Causes Confusion 

'J'HE new ruling that students purchase their own 
examination books has caused much confusion 
at examination time both to the students and (he 
professors, and has in many instances resulted in 
poorly written papers. 

Effort has been made on, the part of professors to 
avoid this confusion by having the students pur- 
chase books in advance and turn them in to the in- 
structor, receiving them back on the day of the ex- 
amination. Aside from the expense to the students, 
this causes a lot of extra trouble and has ndt worked 
out satisfactorily. 

Reiterating our editorial stand taken several 
weeks agoT it seems regrettable the University can’ 
not continue .to furnfsh the examination books. As 
pointed out then the cost to the University for the 
blue books is large when compared with the cost to 
the individual students. However, the University 
purchases the books at wholesale prices, and the cost 
of the .student's books for the vear deducted from 
his eight-dollar registration fee is the smallest figure 
of the three. Tuition has not been reduced and 
University registration has not been sho^rn to be 
less than in previous years during which the Uni- 
versity furnished the books, therefore, we repeat, 
couldn’t the University continue to furnish them? 
If pot. then the cost 6f the blue books should fall 
on the instructors and not on the students.
